REMARKS 

Claims 1-3, 5-21, and 23-28 are pending active examination. Claims 1-3, 
5, 8-11, 13, 14, 16-21, 24, 25, 27, and 28 are amended without prejudice or 
disclaimer. Support for the amendments may be found throughout the 
5 specification including the claims themselves, and paragraphs [0066] and [0068]- 
[0070]. In view of the following remarks, Applicant respectfully requests the 
application be allowed and forwarded on to issuance. 

INTERVIEW SUMMARY 

10 Counsel wishes to thank Examiner Stork for conducting a telephone 

interview on April 13, 2010. During the interview, Examiner and Counsel 
discussed the above amendments with regard to U.S. Patent No. 6,985,934 to 
Armstrong et al. (hereinafter "Armstrong"). In particular, the Examiner and 
Counsel discussed Armstrong's disclosure of "polling" a client device. Although
